I  wanted  to  reach  out,  to  touch 
him.  The  church  building  stood 
behind  him,  the  State  Capitol  in 
the  background,  thousands  of  peo¬ 
ple  wept  as  pall  bearers  placed  the 
coffin  atop  a  fire  engine  to  bear  it 
to  the  cemetery. 

Everyone  in  my  hospital  room 
was  caught  by  that  televised  scene. 
Someone  reached  out  and  touched 
my  hand  to  comfort  me.  It  was  a 
black  hand.  We  see  things  so

God’s  will,  my  priority 


By  David  Mitchell 
Matthew  5 


By  Clayton  Littlejohn 
Haggai  1,  2 


The  story  is  told  by  Gordon  Sansing  Sr.  of  teaching  a 
group  ol  biv(Kational  pastors  about  the  Sermon  on  the 
Mount  and  the  Beatitudes.  Each  week  one  of  the  students  in' 
particular  would  eagerly  take  down  notes,  work  them  into  a 
message,  and  deliver  it  to  his  congregation.  At  the  conclu¬ 
sion  of  one  class,  Sansing  noted,  “Next  week  we  will  exam¬ 
ine  the  Beatitudes." 

The  following  Sunday,  the  student  shared  with  his  con¬ 
gregation,  “Next  Sunday  we  will  study  the  Beatitudes.”  As 
he  sh<K)k  hands  with  his  congregation  as  they  left  the 
church,  one  member  asked  him.  “Pastor,  w  hat  do  you  mean 
by  ‘Beatitudes’?" 

He  stopped,  thought  a  minute,  and  then  said  matter-of- 
factly.  “By-^Beatitudes.'  I  mean  what  be’s  your  attitude?” 

The  introduction  to  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount  contains 
nine  Beatitudes.  The  purpt)se  of  the  Beatitudes  is  to  help 
those  who  follow  Jesus  know  how  to  have  real,  lasting  hap¬ 
piness  through  displaying  grxlly  characteristics  or  attitudes 
in  their  daily  lives. 

The  p<M>r  in  spirit  (v.  3>.  The  following  nine  sayings 
have  been  noted  as  the  Beatitudes  from  the  Latin  word  for 
blessings.  Blessed  refers  to  tho.se  who  are  happy  or  fortu- 
*■  nate.  The  poi'ir  itT'spirit  does  not  refer  to  those  who  are  spiri¬ 
tually  sick  or  have  a  low  er  quality  of  spiritual  life.  Those 
who  are  p<M)r  in  .spirit  realize  their  spiritual  bankruptcy  apart 
from  Christ  as  well  as  their  powerlessness  apart  from  Christ. 
These  are  the  people  who  understand  their  own  spiritual 
poverty. 

Those  who  mourn  (v.  4).  We  mourn  for  niany  different 
reasons.  We  mourn  because  of  death,  sickness,  and  loss.  In 
this  case,  Jesus  most  likely  refers  to  those  who  feel  sorrow¬ 
ful  becau.se  of  their  own  sins  and  because  of  personal  cir¬ 
cumstances.  God  comforts  now  in  part  with  the  Holy  Spirit. 
In  the  future,  in  his  presence,  he  will  comfort  in  full. 

The  meek  (v.  5).  A  meek  person  is  not  the  stereotypical 
nerd  wearing  pocket-protector,  highwater-legged  pants,  and 
homed  rim  glasses.  Rather,  meek  is  one  who  is  humble, 
gentle,  and  is  not  aggressive.  This  is  one  who  depends  on 
God’s  strength  rather  than  his  own.  He  understands  and  sees 
his  of  her  limitations  and  depends  completely  upon  God. 

Hunger  and  thirst  (v.  6).  These  are  persons  who  will  be 
satisfied.  They  want  more  than  anything  else  to  see  God’s 
standards  established  and  obeyed  in  their  own  lives  and  in 
the  world.  They  desire  to  see  the  world  overcome  by  God’s 
righteousness.  Righteousness  is  desired  by  the.se  a^much  as 
f(^  by  a  starving  person  or  water  by  a  person  who  is  dying 
of  thirst. 

The  merciful  (v.  7).  The  merciful  person  has  compas¬ 
sion  and  provides  healing.  Having  understood  and  experi¬ 
enced  God’s  grace  and  forgiveness,  they  are  able  to  share 
mercy.  Those  who  give  evidence  of  mercy  in  their  lives  are 
giving  evidence  of  the  fruit  of  the  Spirit. 

The  pure  in  heart  (v.  8).  Purity  is  a  commodity  that  is 
missing  in  America  today.  Pure  in  heart  refers  to  moral 
uprightness.  Those  who  heard  Jesus  speak  understood  ritual 
cleansing  and  ceremonial  washing.  Great  emphasis  was 
placed  on  outward  cleansing,  but  Jesus  focused  on  an 
inward  purity. 

Peacemakers  (v.  9).  The  Prince  of  Peace  said  that  those 
who  love  peace  and  are  actively  involved  in  making  peace 
will  find  true  reconciliation. 

Persecuted  (vv.  10-12).  Those  who  are  persecuted  for 
the  sake  of  matters  immaterial  to  the  cause  of  the  kingdom 
face  strife  for  no  reason.  The  seven  characteristics  men¬ 
tioned  by  Jesus  are  normally  not  welcomed  by  the  world.  A 
person  who  di.splays  tho.se  qualities  may  find  a  world  of 
hostility.  Those  who  are  jxrsecuted  for  the  sake  of  the  king¬ 
dom  are  blessed,  Jesus  said. 

Reward  in  the.se  verses  speaks  of  a  future  recompense  for 
enduring  present  conditions.  In  reading  the  Beatitudes,  we 
find  that  Jesus  desires  that  our  attitudes  and  state  of  mind  be 
contradictory  to  those  promoted  by  the  world.  Jesus  made 
clear  that  those  who  profess  to  be  disciples  will  give  strong 
evidence  of  changed  lives.  Taking  a  personal  inventory 
which  reveals  areas  of  strength  and  weakness  related  to  the 
above  characteristics  would  be  time  well  spent.

Sixteen  years  after  Cyrus,  king  of  Persia,  had  signed  a 
decree  for  the  Jewish  captives  in  Babylon  to  be  set  free, 
return  to  Jerusalem,  and  rebuild  their  temple,  they  had 
tailed  to  do  so.  They  had  returned  to  Jerusalem,  but  instead 
ot  rebuilding  the  temple,  they  had  rebuilt  themselves  luxu- 
rit)us  homes  and  were  planting  crops.  Along  came  Haggai 
with  four  messages  from  the  Lord,  the  first  of  which  was 
to  get  their  priorities  in  order  and  rebuild  the  temple.  This 
is  a  message  for  us  today  to  check  our  priorities.  Is  our 
house  ot  G(xl  in  shambles?  Are  we  living  in  luxury  while 
our  church  building  is  being  neglected?  Are  we  working 
our  fields  when  vVe  should  be  bringing  in  his  harvest? 
Where  are  our  priorities  today? 

.A  question  about  priorities  (1:1-6).  In  522  B.C.  Dar¬ 
ius  I  became  king  and  continued  the  peace  with  the  Jewish 
people.  He  w  as  the  Persian  king  in  office  w  hen  Haggai 
brought  his  four  messages  to  Zerubbabel.  Judah’s  gover¬ 
nor;  to  Joshua,  the  Jew  ish  high  priest;  and  to  the  people. 
The  first  lU  ‘he  four  messages  began  in  August  520  B.C. 

Not  much  IS  known  about  Haggai,  whose  name  means 
"testival,"  except  that  he  was  God’s  prophet  who  spoke 
under  divine  leadership  ( I ;  13).  His  message  from  the 
“Lord  ot  hosts”  (v.  2)  was  a  reference  to  Gtxl’s  power 
■  over  angelic  beings  and  also  human  armies.  Haggai 
referred  to  the  remnant  of  Jewish  people  as  “this  people,” 
not  God’s  people.  VV'hy?  Because  they  were  not  acting 
like  his  people. 

God’s  people  needed  a  place  to  come  together  and  wor¬ 
ship.  and  receive  instructions  from  him.  These  people  said. 
“The  time  is  not  come,  the  time  that  the  Lord’s  house  be 
built.”  They had  pjjt  God’s  priority  on  the  back  burner 
with  the  thoughts  of  one  day  building  his  house,  but  not 
now. 

Haggai  now  sarcastically  asked  them  why  they  had  time 
to  build  their  nice  “ceiled  houses”  (v.  4).  and  yet  God’s 
house  remained  in  rubble?  In  verse  5.  God  warned  them  to 
"consider  their  ways."  Why?  Because  they  were  not 
receiving  the  fruit  from  all  their  labor.  In  verse  6  their 
crops  were  not  producing,  their  thirst  was  not  being 
quenched,  their  garments  were  not  keeping  them  warm, 
and  their  money  was  disappearing.  One  cannot  expect  the 
blessings  of  God  when  he  is  unwilling  to  be  obedient  to 
God  in  getting  priorities  in  order. 

-A  promise  of  glory  (2:6-9).  In  this  message  Haggai 
encouraged  the  people  to  continue  the  work  of  rebuilding 
Gtxl’s  house  even  though  it  didn't  seem  as  glorious  as  the 
one  Solomon  built.  Many  of  the  people  were  still  alive 
who  had  seen  the  glory  of  the  first  temple  (v.  3),  and  they 
were  discouraged  becau.se  this  one  wasn't  as  grand.  God 
said  he  would  fill  this^^ temple  with  his  glory  and  it  would 
be  greater  than  the  first  (v.  9).  God  made  note  that  the  first 
temple  was  ci  'glorious  .sight  to  see  and  he  could  provide 
another  such  temple  since  all  “the  silver  is  mine,  and  the 
gold  is  mine”  (v.  8),  but  this  temple  would  be  one  where 
glory  was  found,  and  peace  was  given  (v.  4).  This  was 
probably  referring  to  the  day  when  Jesus  would  rule  his 
kingdom  here  on  earth  as  the  “Prince  of  Peace”  (Isa.  9;6). 

A  promise  of  blessing  (2:18-19).  In  these  verses  Hag¬ 
gai  exhorted  the  people  to  think  back,  “dbnsider,”  in  other 
words,  ask  themselves  why  there  was  no  seed  in  their 
bams;  why  the  fig  and  pomegranate  trees  didn’t  bear  fruit? 
The  reason  was  because  their  priorities  were  in  the  wrong 
place.  God  couldn’t  be  last  on  their  list  of  priorities.  He 
should  have  been  first.  When  he  was  given  first  place,  he 
said,  “from  this  day  will  I  bless  you”  (v.  19).  History 
records  (hat  God  did  bless  them. 

God’s  response  to  his  people’s  rebuilding  the  house  of 
the  Lord  reveals  that  God  blesses  his  people  when  their 
first  priority  is  doing  his  will.  We  face  the  same  attitude 
today  that  Haggai  did  in  his  day.  People  are  procrastina¬ 
tors  when  it  comes  to  God’s  will  for  their  lives.  We  must 
sound  the  alarm  in  our  churches  that  God’s  priority  is  our 
priority!

Life  and  Work 

Your  future  is  secure

1  Thessalonians  4,  5 

“Your  future  is  secure!”  What  a  welcome  statement  in 
our  topsy-turvy  world  where  everything  is  not  only  chang¬ 
ing.  but  doing  so  at  a  very  rapid  rate.  Historians  say  that 
there  have  been  few  times  in  all  history  where  man  has 
been  subject  to  so  much  fear  and  uncertainty  — primarily 
caused  by  these  accelerated  changes.  In  today’s  society, 
which  Billy  Graham  refers  to  as  an  “age  of  anxiety,”  where 
nothing  seems  secure,  Paul’s  words  to  the  Thessalonians 
may  offer  some  welcome  comfort  and  encouragentent  to 
searching  .souls. 

A  secure  investment  (4:13-18).  All  through  the  ages, 
questions  regarding  the  “hereafter”  have  been  of  supreme 
interest  to  the  humqn  heart  and  mind.  The  Thessalonian 
Christians  were  no  different.  But  they  were  specifically 
concerned  and  confused  about  the  fate  of  those  who  dfed 
prior  to  the  return  of  the  Lord.  Certainly  there  was  no  doubt 
that  they  believed  the  Lord  would  return  and  probably 
thought  they  would  live  to  see  the  event.  But  as  friends  and 
family  members  died,  their  hearts  were  torn,  not  only  by 
bereavement  but  also  w  iih  the  fear  that  those  who  died 
might  miss  the  blessedness  of  the  Lord’s  return. 

Paul  sought  to  assure  his  readers  that  their  investment 
^in  Christ  was  a  secure  one  and  that  all  investors  would 
reap  thedividends.  .At  the  Lord’s  return,  the  dead  w  ill  rise 
first,  then  those  who  remain  will  be  caught  up  together 
with  them  to  meet  the  Lord.  “So  we  will  be  with  the  Lord 
forever”  (V.  17). 

A  guaranteed  return  (5:1-2).  Having  spoken  of  the 
.second  coming  of  Christ  in  the  preceding  chapter.  Paul  now 
proceeds  to  tell  the  Thessalonians  of  (he  uselessness.of 
inquiring  about  the  particular  time  of  Christ’s  return; 

“about  times  and  dates  we  do  not  need  to  write  to  you” 

(v.  1).  We  can  be  assured  that  there  is  an  appointed  time  for 
Christ’s  return,  but  the  exact  day  and  time  we  do  not  need 
to  know.  Jesus  said  that  no  man  knew;  not  even  he  knew 
(Mark  13;32).  Why  should  we  need  knowledge  of  some¬ 
thing  that  God’s  own  Son  did  not  have?  How  often  do  we 
question  the  work  of  the  Lord  when  there  are  things  unnec¬ 
essary  for  us  to  know? 

We  may  not  know  when  our  Lord  will  return,  but  we 
can  know  that  it  will  be  sudden  —  “as  a  thief  in  the  night” 
(v.  2).  Because  of  this,  we  must  not  delay  preparation.  An 
old  man  who  was  offered  comforting  words  at  his  death 
bed  replied,  “Don’t  wony.  I  thatched  my  roof  when  the 
weather  was  warm.”  In  like  manner,  we  should  always  be 
prepared.  We  must  Jive  in  a  constant  attitude  of  watching 
and  waiting,  while  we  are  busy  working  and  witnessing. 

An  active  account  (5:5-8).  How  do  we  prepare  for  his 
guaranteed  return?  Paul  suggested  that  we  should  be  active¬ 
ly  alert  as  we  watch  (v.  6)  and  that  we  should  arm  ourselves 
with  the  three  great  Christian  graces;  faith,  love,  and  hope 
(v.  8).  Faith  will  help  keep  us  spiritually  and  morally  seri¬ 
ous-minded  about  life.  A  heart  inflamed  with  a  fervent  love 
for  God  will  certainly  keep  us  mindful  of  his  return;  while 
the  hope  of  eternal  life  will  help  prevent  us  from  becoming 
overly  intoxicated  w  ith  the  pleasures  of  sin.  The  key  to  our 
success  against  evil  forces  which  surround  us  is  the  intensi¬ 
ty  of  these  graces  in  our  life. 

Paul  also  reminded  us  that  our  salvation  is  not  grounded 
on  merit  but  on  God’s  appointment  and  Christ’s  death  on 
the  cross;  and  the  relationship  between  Christ  and  his  peo¬ 
ple  is  never  terminated  — ^.not  even  in  death.  This  should  be 
a  great  source  of  hope,  as  well  as  encouragement,  to  be 
actively  watchful  for  his  return. 

A  mutual  fund  (5:11).  Paul  told  the  Thessalonian 
Christians  to  "encourage  one  another  and  build  each  other 
up”  as  they  had  been  doing.  These  are  great  words  for 
today’s  Christians.  We  are  all  one  in  Christ.  The  Christian 
walk  should  be  a  mutual  fund  of  praying  for  one  another 
and  encouraging  each  other. 

As  Christians  in  a  topsy-turvy  world,  we  can  know  that 
our  future  is  secure.  The  Lord  will  return.  With  this  knowl¬ 
edge,  let  us  commit  anew  to  sharing  with  those  around  us 
who  are  grasping  at  straws  of  security.  Also,  let  Us  commit 
to  finding  concrete  ways  of  encouraging  and  helping  to 
build  up  the  faith  of  fellow  Christians.

CHRISTIAN  COALITION  OFFERS  REWARD  IN  ARSON 

CASES:  WASHINGTON  (ABP)  —  The  Christian  Coalition  is  offering  a 
$25,000  reward  for  information  leading  to  the  arrest  and  conviction  of 
those  resjwnsible  for  a  rash  of  arsons  targeted  at  black  churches  in  the 
South.  USA  Today  reported  there  have  been  23  arsons  at  black  churches 
in  eight  states  since  January  1995.  Ralph  Reed,  executive  director  of  the 
conservative,  mostly  white  Christian  Coalition,  said  the  fires  were  an 
“attack  upon  the  entire  faith  community”  and  that  white  evangelicals 
will  not  look  the  other  way,”  as  many  churches  did  during  the  civil 
rights  movement.  Associated  Press  reported.  A  government  official  wel¬ 
comed  the  offer.  “People  have  to  be  clear,  this  is.  wrong,  this  is  terror¬ 
ism.”  said  Deval  Patrick,  assistant  attorney  general  for  civil  rights.  The 
Christian  Coalition  also  demanded  that  the  Bureau  of  Alcohol,  Tobacco 
and  F  irearms  be  taken  off  the  investigation,  charging  that  $ome  investiga¬ 
tors  have  been  linked  to  racist  activities  at  off-duty  gatherings.  “We  want 
people  on  the  job  who  are  prepared  to  bring  a  speedy  end  to  this  matter,” 
-Earl  Jacksori,  (Jirector  of  urban  developmeottfor  the  Christian  Coalition, 
.sai(J  at  a  new?;  conference.  Others  who  have  called  for  stepped-up  investi¬ 
gations  into  the  arsons  include  the  more-liberal  National  Council  of 
Churches.  Rewards  offered  by  the  ATF  and  others  total  at  least  SlOO.fXX), 
according  to  USA  Today.  Wade  Henderson,  director  of  the  NAACP’s 
Washington  office,  said  he  was  troubled  by  the  Christian  Coalition’s 
apparent  effort  to  politicize  the  inquiry.”  “We  are  not  defenders  of  the 
ATF,  but  we  are  concerned  that  the  call  to  remove  them  entirely  from  the 
case  is  misplaced.”  Henderson  told  Associated  Press.
